Action dated 09/22/2006. With respect to the rejections under 35 USC 103(a) in the Office Action dated, Applicants argue "First Suzuki 

does not involve a related input device... for at least this reason", see the paragraph on page 7 of the amendment and beginning with 
"First...". Examiner disagrees because as discussed in the final Office action, Suzuki expressly teaches that a switch (5), which provides 
functions related to the operation of the trackball, should be located around the trackball, thereby allowing the user to easily touch the 
switch (actuator) by using the same finger, see col. 3, lines 1-30 and col. 5, lines 13-21. Note that one of ordinary skill in the art would 
recognize that the actuator associated with the trackball can be a left click actuator and/or a right click actuator. Accordingly, Examiner 
believes the Suzuki reference involves a related input device. Applicants further argue "Second, ... appears to be misplaced and irrelevant 
to examination", see paragraph on pages 7-8 of the amendment and beginning with "Second...". Note that the purpose that the Examiner 
refers the specification of the pending application is to notify that the pending application expressly teaches that the location of the right 
click actuator around the trackball is not a must, i.e., a merely obvious matter of design choice. Applicants further argue 'Third,... 
removed", see paragraph on pages 8-9 of the amendment and beginning with 'Third". Note that the cited case law in the Office Action is 
merely exemplary of an obvious matter of choice in design. For the reasons above, the rejections in the office action dated 09/22/2006 are 
maintained. 
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
